The County Commissioners, Register of Deeds, and the 
Sheriff were present. 


W. Chaplin spoke on estimate of expenses of Register of 
Deeds. 


Pickett and Turner on expenses of the Register of Probate. 
Pickett made a motion, and seconded by Turner to pass over 
estimate expenses of the Register of Probate for the present 
so as to get some information on the matter. Carried. 


Sheriff Jennison spoke on the Sheriffs Department esti- 
mate. The County Farm estimate was passed over for the 
present. The Cheshire County Extension Service was explained 
by officials from that department. 


Erwin moved that the Elliot Community Hospital estimate 
be passed over for the present. Carried. 


Turner made a motion, and seconded by Pickett to allow 
the County Commissioners to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes for the years 1949 and 1950.

A motion by Pickett and seconded by Darling that the 
chair appoint a sub-committee to confer with Dr. Wheeler in 
regard to his recommendations. Carried. 


A motion by Turner and seconded by Zimmerman that the 
scope of the sub-committee to meet with Dr. Wheeler regarding 
the recommendations of the State Board of Health be enlarged 
to include the preparation of an estimate of the cost of carrying 
out the recommendations. Carried. 


A motion by Pickett and seconded by Erwin that the 
consideration of the budget be annually instead of bi-annually. 
Carried. 


A motion by Erwin and seconded by Darling that the 
budget recommendations be postponed until the sub-committee 
makes their report. Carried. 


The sub-committee appointed by the chair consists of 
Turner, Pickett, Landers, Blake, Lang. 

Previous to the meeting an inspection of the Home and 
Farm was made by the delegation with the County Commis- 
sloners in attendance, followed by a delicious turkey dinner 
served by Supt. and Matron Mr. and Mrs. Ned Sanborn. 

Mr. Erwin moved to adjourn.

Cheshire County Delegation met in Room 308, State House, 
Coneord, New Hampshire, at 3:00 p. m. with Chairman Blake 
mm chair, with the following members present: Walker of 
Hinsdale, Spofford of Jaffrey, Perry of Jaffrey, Aldrich of 
Keene, Darling of Keene, Turner of Keene, Pickett of Keene, 
Hall of Marlborough, Forbes of Marlow, Andrews of Richmond, 
Sherwin of Rindge, Blake of Swanzey, Kershaw of Swanzey, 
Lang of Troy, Killeen of Walpole, Rhodes of Walpole, Billings 
of Westmoreland, Thompson of Winchester. 


Mr. Turner gave a report of the meeting with the state 
Board of Health of the subcommittee which had been appointed 
previously to take up the matter of recommendations contained 
in a letter from the State Board of Health regarding the con- 
ditions at the County Farm and the suggestion in regard to the 
pasteurizing of milk at the farm. 


Mr. Turner of the Executive Committee spoke on the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations in regard to the budget and also 
brought up the matter of the amount of the appropriation by 
the County to the Elliot Community Hospital in Keene, the 
suggestiou having been made by the trustees of the Hospital 
that the amount be raised from $2,000 to $3,000. Discussion on 
this matter ensued and Mr. Killeen of Walpole moved, seconded 
by Mr. Rhodes of Walpole, that the amount of $2,000 as sub- 
mitted in the budget be appropriated to the Elliot Community 
Hospital. Motion was carried. 


After general discussion in regard to purchase of pasteuriz- 
ing equipment and other recommendations of the State Board 
of Health, it was moved by Mr. Pickett of Keene, seconded by 
Mr. Killeen of Walpole, as follows: ‘‘I move that the item of 
Outlay, New Construction and Equipment be increased in an 
amount not to exceed $1,500 to provide pasteurization equip- 
ment to be used at the County Farm and construct a sewage 
sluiceway in accordance with the recommendationse of the 
State Board of health. Motion was carried. 


After general discussion in regard to the various items in 
the budget the following motion was made by Mr. Pickett of 
Keene, seconded by Mr. Kershaw of Swanzey: I move that the 
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budget be amended by making specific increases as follows for 
the year 1949: 


Superior Court increase $4,000 
Jail increase 500 
Support of Poor off farm  inerease 500 
Old Age increase 500 
Board and care of children inerease 2,000 
Miscellaneous increase 200 


Motion was carried. 


There was discussion in regard to the salary of the superin- 
tendent of the County Farm and the recommendation of the 
Kixecutive Committee that the Commissioners increase the salary 
by $300 per annum. Motion made by Mr. Pickett, seconded by 
Mr. Billings of Westmoreland, as follows: I move that the 
Commissioners be instructed to raise the salary of the superin- 
tendent and matron of the County Farm in the amount of $300 
per annum. Motion was carried. 


There was discussion on off-farm board rates for children 
‘n particular the new increased rates in effect at the Golden 
Rule Farm and the proposal for increased rates at the Daniel 
Webster Home. It was moved by Mr. Turner, seconded by Mr. 
Pickett as follows: I move that the commissioners be instructed 
to pay the increased rates for board as are in effect or may be 
put into effect by the Golden Rule Farm and the Daniel Webster 
Home. The motion was carried. 


There was further general discussion about the budget as a 
whole and it was then moved by Mr. Pickett of Keene, 
seconded by Mr. Andrews of Richmond as follows: I move that 
the budget as amended by the increase in the items of Outlay, 
New Construction and Equipment by a previously carried mo- 
tion, and the further amendments to the specific items as set 
forth in a motion previously earried calling for a total increase 
of $9,200 in the vear 1949 be approved. Motion was carried. 


The meeting adjourned at 4:45 p. m.

An informal discussion period with the County Commis- 
sioners ard Mr. and Mrs. Sanborn preceded the executive session 
of the committee. 

At the opening of the executive session (Mr. Dort pre- 
siding) Mr. Pickett moved, and it was so voted, that Mrs. 
Landers be elected clerk of the committee. 


Mr. Sherwin moved that ‘‘To provide additional water at 
the County Farm, an artesian well be drilled to connect with 
the present water system’’. The motion was seconded and the 
vote was unanimously in the affirmative. 

Mr. Pickett moved that ‘‘the County Commissioners re- 
quest the Soil Conservation Agency to make a survey of the 
County Farm land holdings and report their findings to the 
Long Range Planning Committee’’. Mr. Darling seconded the 
motion and the vote was unanimously in the affirmative. 

The committee went into recess. In the afternoon, Mr. and 
Mrs. Sanborn acted as guides for a tour of the buildings and 
grounds. ’ 

After the committee was called to order following the re- 
cess, there was a considerable discussion of conditions at the 
Farm with particular reference to the jail. It was agreed that 
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while conditions had been much improved by the use of paint, the 
situation was still not good. It was the consensus of opinion that 
the ideal solution would be to build a new and entirely separate 
jail unit with the proper facilities for the care of prisoners, but 
' the cost would be large. As an alternative, blueprints were 
shown detailing the construction of cell units which might be 
put in the present jail quarters, , 


Mr. Sherwin moved that ‘‘A committee of three members 
of the Long Range Committee be appointed by the chairman to 
serve with one County Commissioner and the superintendent of 
the Farm to get an estimate within thirty days of the cost of a 
new jail’’. Mr. Pickett seconded the motion and the vote was 
unanimously in the affirmative. 


Mr. Pickett moved that ‘‘This committee recommend to 
the delegation that the hard surfacing of two driveways be con- 
sidered in next year’s budget’’. Mr. Perry seconded the motion 
and the vote was in the affirmative. 


Mr. Perry moved that ‘‘The Long Range Committee recom- 
mend to the County Commissioners that they ascertain the ex- 
pense of recommissioning the hospital elevator’’. Mr. Sherwin 
seconded the motion and it carried in the affirmative. 


Mr. Pickett moved that the Committee should not dis- 
close its recommendations until they had been presented to the 
delegaton for action. Mr. Sherwin seconded the motion and 
the vote was unanimously in the affirmative.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


‘lo the citizens of Cheshire County: 

In keeping with the Publie Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting herewith their 
annual report of the year ending December 31, 1949. Included 
are the reports of the County Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk 
of Courts, Superintendent of County Farm, Master of the House 
of Correction, Physician and County Auditors. 

Cheshire County finished the year 1949 with a balance over 
the estimated budget, whereas the previous year the County was 
left with a deficit. At the present outlook it appears the 1950 ex- 
pense for the year will be slightly in excess of the previous year. 
The office of Register of Deeds calls for a larger appropriation 
to cover the expense of re-indexing, required every ten years. 
‘he expense of additional water supply at the County Farm, if 
approved by the Delegation, also a new station wagon for ambu- 
lance work. 


Kixtensive repairs to the roof’s of several buildings were 
made, repairs to buildings at the Willard Bill Place, new flues 
to one of the boilers, new steam kettles and coffee urns for the 
two kitchens, 

‘here has been an increase in ealls for aid especially dur- 
ing the last quarter of the year, the majority of which have 
been from veterans. In many eases aid was needed because of 
unemployment, disability, and desertion of families. After a 
thorough investigation of each case it was found that some 
applicants could get along without relief or belonged to some 
town or state. Investigation of cases coming up in Court has 
been necessary and the Visitor’s attendance at hearings has 
taken a lot of time. This has been necessary to get partial sup- 
port or to determine settlement in many eases. Several children 
have been taken by the Visitor to the Mental Hygiene Clinic for 
tests, during the year, and as a result, some of these children 
were admitted to the State School at Laconia. Patients from 
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needy families, have been taken to the local clinics and 
doctors. 


The passing of Henry A. Frechette, officer of the Humane 
Society and John N. Dunlap of the American Legion came as a 
shock to all of us. Their co-operation with County Officials with 
relief problems was freely given and both gave much time and 
all their energy when these cases came to the attention of the of- 
ficials, their ability to handle relief cases brought comfort to 
many homes. 


The Commissioners express their appreciation of the faith- 
ful service of Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. 
Sanborn, to Dr. Stevens and Nurses at the Institution for care 
and comfort of the inmates in the institution and the patients in 
the hospital, Overseers of the City of Keene and the several 
towns, also to the Selectmen who have given much time to the 
welfare problems throughout the County. The co-operation of 
the County Solicitor at all times to advice on legal matters 
concerning the County is appreciated.
